G. Swinnerton, well known throughout 
California as a jurist and orator, died 
at his home in this city at S o'clock this 
morning. 
His death was due to a gen- 


eral breaking up of the system. 


The deceased would have been 57 years 


of age on the 21st instant. He was born 
in Wisconsin and came to California in 
1852, his father being a pioneer. He was 
educated at the -University of the Pa- 
cific, and taught school in San Jose for 
some time, after which he entered the 
law office of Bodley & Rankln. He was 
admitted to the bar In 1S70. He lived in 
Eureka, Humboldt county, ten years, 
practicing his profession there. Later he 
moved to Stockton. He twice married, 


a son, James, who is now a well known 
newspaper artist, being- born to his first 
tVife. 
He 
married Mrs. Bransford, 


daughter of Dr. Barnes of Ukiah, in 1S79, 
and she survives him. 
The. deceased 


leaves a considerable estate, but was not 
insured. He was a Mason, an Odd Fel- 
low and a Knight of Pythias. . 


A "meeting of the Stockton Bar Asso- 


ciation was called for T:30 o'clock to make 
arrangements'for the funeral.. 


The deceased, who was Judge of the 


Superior Court of this county for a num- 
ber of years, was one of the ablest law- 
yers in the State.

There is but one feature which may af- 


ford Mr. and Mrs. Giles' friends a small 
ray of comfort, and that is that their 
family was not' exterminated. That such 
would have been the case had their little 
daughter been with them is a fact which 
cannot be controverted, because the little 
one is but 6-years of age and could in 
no way have averted the fate of her par- 


ents. Such a fate has been averted from 
the now parentless girl, however, simply 
by her presence with friends in this city 
at the time of the holocaust, owing to 
the rigor of the mountain winter. 


The remains are now on their way to 


this city and will arrive here tomorrow. 
They -are under escort of Edward Mc- 
Gary, secretary of the Contra Costa Wa- 
ter Company, who is an old friend of Mr. 
Giles, and who met the remains at Col- 
fax this afternoon. 


Mr. Giles was -15 years of age. He was 


a native of England. He had resided in 
this city for twelve years. 
During the 


greater part of that time he was super- 
intendent of the Oakland .Water Com- 
pany. Shortly after the consolidation of 
that concern with the Contra Costa Wa- 
ter Company Mr. Giles was appointed by 
his friend W. J. Dingee superintendent 
of the Dingee mine in Cisco county, which 
had everything that could compel a lib- 


ral return save a competent superin- 
; -indent. 


Mr. Giles realized the' hopes centered 


and the confidence reposed in him by his 
principal. The mine became a source of 
revenue to the owner and a means of 
emolument to the superintendent because 
he, too, was in a reciprocal manner lib- 
erally provided for by Mr. Dingee. 


The intelligence of this almost-unutter- 


able fatality will cause mourning all over 
this city and extend even to the distant 
East, where the news will sorely grieve 
W. J. Dingee, the man who had tried Mr. 
Giles and found him true. 


Arrangements for the funeral have not 


yet been made.

The Board of Health met in regular 


session last night and discussed several 
important measures pertaining to the san- 
itary welfare of the city. The following 
resolution was adopted by a unanimous 
vote' 


"Resolved, That the Health Officer is 


hereby instructed to strictly enforce all 
ordinances pertaining to the issuance of 
permits for interments or removals of 
dead bodies." 
Dr. Kitchings, in supporting the resolu- 


tion, stated to the Board that heretofor 
undertakers had. acted frpm 
precedent 


and not strictly according to the city 
ordinances affecting the same. He said 
the undertakers were hardly culpable, as 
they had simply followed the usual cus- 
tom in vogue and it 
was within his 


knowledge that several persons were 
buried and afterwards the burial permit 
was asked for by the attending phys- 
ician. 


The city ordinances, he stated, had best 


be followed and more precision shown by 
having the permit for burial granted be- 
fore interment took place. 


Secretary Doody was instructed to in- 


form the undertakers of the Board's ac- 
tion and furnish them with a copy of the 
ordinance bearing upon the case.
